I have seen men march to the wars, and then 
I have watched their homeward tread, 
And they brought back bodies of living men, 
But their eyes were cold and dead. 
So, Buddy, no matter what else the fame, 
No m atter what else the prize, 
I want you to come back through The Flame 
With the boy-look still in your eyes! 
—Prom Edmmul Vance Cooke’s “The Boy-Look." 
Alas! it may not be. It is one of the awful things cf 
war that it may not be. 
As well ask those beneath the 
tombstones to sing a song of cheer, or the dead of the 
mighty deeps to dance in the sunshine upon the waves. 
No m atter what the fame or the prize, the boy-look in his 
eyes comes not back through The Flame. 
Mother, wife, 
sister, sweetheart will look for it in vain. 
The boy-look is the sequel of mother’s cradle song. 
It has developed from the peace and comfort of the fire­ 
side circle, the bully games of ball with the other lads, 
the swims in the creek, the fun on the way to and from 
school, the rough, wild pranks of youth that were of 
harmless intent. It is inexperience leaning upon the con­ 
fidence that all in the world is bright, young, joyful. 
It’ 
is innocence relying upon the hope that everything in life 
is all right, that existence is merely a dream to be ever­ 
lastingly enjoyed by pretty much everybody. 
Vet that 
boy-look is most sensitive. 
Deception easiy blights it. 
Partiality, injustice, experience harden it. 
The bulldog is an enjoyable companion among dogs, , 
until he has had his first battle. The tiger, the shark, the 
crocodile taste human blood, and become "man-eaters." 
Even the human eyes that once have “seen red" never 
again see through the lens of youthful innocence. 
The boy who plunge:- his bayonet into the breast of a 
fellow boy. witnesses the blood spurt, hears the gasps, 
and finally stands victor over a corpse never again is a 
boy. 
The boy who goes through the long rows of cots 
where big, strong men cry for mother in their despair 
and fight with hopeless contortions against the cold 
hands of death is older than any boy could be. Tile boy 
who has gone through the hellish roaring of The Flame 
comes not back with the boy-look in his eyes but with 
the serious look of having beheld all that earth can show’, 
the hardened look of unforgettable experience, the look 
that tells that the sub-conscious mind is full of ever living 
tragedy. 
He may be more of a man, stronger, abler to 
meet life’s duties, but the war has laken all his boy­ 
ishness, and there is no fame or prize of war that can 
take its place. 


CHILD POWER 


The nation is asked this year to make a special effort 
to save its children. 
How to feed them, to protect them 
from disease and accident, how to save their lives and 
their physical strength is going to be a matter of much 
concern on the part of the government and ail its 
agencies. But there is a waste of child power with which 
no bureau has yet busied itself. That is the waste which 
occurs when a child is not taught to keep his energies 
under his mental and spiritual control. 
The frankness of a child s display of emotion, when 
the emotion is a pleasant one, is generally appealing to 
adults. They play upon the child's open delight iii good 
things lo eat, in love for romping and excitement, for 
their own gratification. And then, when the child grows 
up gluttonous, self Indulgent, or nervous to the point of 
hysteria, they blankly wonder why it has happened. 
“A child has a right to be happy white it is young," 
they say. This is true. 
And so do people have a right 
to be happy when they are grown. 
But happiness does 
not consist in an unchecked gratification of the senses. 
It consists in such control of the powers that they may 
be given their fullest use. 
It consists in being master 
of one’s forces instead of being the slave of them. 
The child who is always at one emotional extreme 
or another Is not a happy child. It is the well balanced 
child, W’ho enjoys his joys to the full because he has first 
performed his child duties, who is really happy. 
It is 
the child who eats what is good for him and goes to bed 
at the proper time, whether he wants to or not. who is 
the happy child. 
And it is this well-balanced child, who has learned 
to recognize the stern but kindly face of duty as soon as 
he eau talk, who is a responsible member of the family, 
entitled to its privileges because he fulfills his baby 
responsibilities, who develops his great powers instead 
of wasting them, who becomes a useful citizen instead 
of a futile one. 


BURNING BOOKS 


Some of the people who contribute books for the 
army libraries must have strange notions as to what a 
soldier wants to read. 
In one receiving station the 
librarian has had dumped onto him hundreds of books 
of which these are specimens: 
“The Care of Babies.” 
“The Care of the Hair,” with elaborate instructions 
for shampooing, singeing, and’curling. 
“Little Lord Taunt leroy.” 
"Little Women.” 
Also books of German propaganda. 
Books on auto­ 
mobile repair# which, though they may have been inter­ 
esting once, are now out of date. 
Year-books twenty 
years old. Telephone directories. City directories. Odd 
volumes of old encyclopedias. 
Books on flower garden­ 
ing and vegetable gardening. 
Books on poultry raising 
and bee culture. Books on household decoration. 
Anybody ought to have sense enough, as well as 
decency enough, not to try to foist such volumes upon 
the army in the name of patriotic philanthropy. 
A 
moment’s reflection ought to be enough to enable any 
donor to see that a soldier isn’t interested in stories for 
little boys or girls, or in handbooks of arts and occupa­ 
tions that haven’t the least possible connection with his 
present work and environment. 
Those who give books should use their im agination- 
put themselves in the soldier’s place—give him what 
they would like to read if they were in the army. 


SHARP TOOLS 


A man would never think of trying to shave with­ 
out sharpening his razor, although a woman might, if she 
used a razor. No carpenter or cabinet m aker would try 
to work with a dull plane, saw’, and chisel. 
And yet it 
never seems to occur to nine men out of ten, and ten 
women out of ten, that garden tools need to be sharpened 
to function properly. 
There are people who have been 
raising vegetables all their lives who have never heard 
of sharpening a spade or a hoe. 


.lust try it, as you begin your spring gardening, and 
see how much better it works. 
Many a tough job of 
spading or cultivating may become a pleasant recreation 
instead of a hardship, if the tools are properly prepared. 
One of the principle reasons why farm er boys used 
to leave the country was nothing more nor less than dull 
hoes. 


THE WOES OF THE FARMER 


Farmers are complaining that a plow which could be 
twilight for $55 two years ago now costs $120; that a self- 
hinder which sold for $150 fifteen years ago now sells for 
$325; that a $65 wagon now costs $125, and everything 
else a farmer needs in about the same proportion. 
To which an unsympathetic newspaper editor replies 
that wheat that used to sell,for 80 cents a bushel now 
sells for $2.20, and nearly everything else a farmer raises 
brings prices in about the same proportion. 
With ail his troubles, the farmer really seems to 
have more difficulty than usual in making out a pessi­ 
mistic case for himself. 
He may not be making quite 
so much money as killed workmen iii some of the war 
Industries, but he’s far and away better off in these 
parlous times than the average citizen—especially the 
salaried citizen of what we sometimes call our “middle 
class.” 


Bud Flivver’s Observations 


One of the largest i Hies in the country recently an­ 
nounced, v uh pride, that it was going to celebrate Liberty 
day with a big public bonfire made from German books. 
The idea, apart from the natural desirability of bonfires 
to people of all ages, is the stamping out of anything of 
a printed nature whose existence might tend to encourage 
Kaiser is rn. 
This basic idea is praiseworthy enough. It is fitting, 
on such an occasion, to consign to the flames any sort 
of printed propaganda and intrigue. Hut if the announee- 
inenta are taken at their face value, the thing won’t stop 
there. Citizens have been encouraged, it seems, to bring 
as food for the flames "German books and literature of 
all kinds.” A leader of the movement is quoted as say­ 
ing. “The object is to rid the city of anything in the 
way of literature that concerns Germany.” 
This is a pretty big undertaking, and a pretty dubious 
one. 
Any city that undertakes to burn all its German 
books will burn the works of the philosopher Kant, who 
tried to convert Germany to democracy. It will burn the 
works of the poet and thinker Goethe, who thought so 
little "Of Prussianism that he said, “The Prussians are 
savages, and civilization will make them ferocious.” It 
will burn the plays of Schiller, who as some truthful wit 
has remarked, wrote the Maid of Orleans for France, 
William Tell for Switzerland, Marie Stuart for England,

Bridge Bonds Discussion 


MR. GRUBB REPLIES TO MR. KELLOGG 
Mr. E ditor:—I desire to say a 
few words in reply to IL C. Kel­ 
logg’s letter 
published 
in 
the 
Register Saturday evening. 
First, I wish to say to the read­ 
ers of the Register that Mr. Kel­ 
logg submitted plans and a bid 
for 
building 
the 
Main 
street 
bridge, and after due and delib­ 
erate consideration by the City 
Trustees, his bid and plans were 
rejected and those of 
his 
only 
competitor accepted. 
Later, Mr. Kellogg came to my 
home and exhibited his plans, and 
solicited my assistance in altering 
the decision of the City Trustees. 
He did not at this time say any- # 
thing about the high cost of steel 
and labor, nor mention any of the 
other objections he names in his 
letter. He simply wanted to build 
the bridge for the profit there was 
in it, and as he expressed it the 
“pride he would have in building 
a beautiful gateway to his home 
town,” etc. 
Mr. Clyde Butler, who is Mr. 
Kellogg's partner in the Orange 
County 
Construction 
Company, 
has advised the voters from time 
to time in much the way that Mr. 
Kellogg has done. 
Can it be possible that this is 
a case of sour grapes? 
Kellogg now advocates a con­ 
crete bridge for Hannah street, 
although the plan lie 
originally 
submitted for this bridge was a 
miserable thing laid in the botton 
of tile creek bed for sum mer use 
only, as at high water the stream 
would pass 
over 
it; 
in 
other 
words, a dry weather bridge. 
His 
idea 
of 
-bridge-building 
seems to have undergone an en­ 
tire change since his 
bids 
and 
plans were rejected. 
Where one presumes to advise 
the public in a m atter 
of 
this 


kind, it seems to me that it would 
have more weight if the person 
offering advice was 
quite 
free 
from the suspicion of malice or 
ulterior motive. 
There are only a few’ questions 
the voter should consider in this 
bridge proposition, one of which 
is— 
Can we afford to build it? 
The amount of bonds asked for 
the Main street bridge is $38,500, 
on which the principal and inter­ 
est charge to the tax payer would 
be $3,025 per year, at the present 
assessed valuation of $6,780,185.00. 
This means an increase of 
4 ^ 
cents on each $100 valuation or 
45 cents on each $1000. 
This is 
the total 
increase 
to 
the 
tax 
payer of principal 
and 
interest 
for the Main street bridge; and 
as the city’s valuation increases 
from year to year, the charge will 
he less each year in 
the 
ratio 
that the city’s valuation increases. 
Another question is— 
Can we afford to let this 
un­ 
sightly and dangerous 
structure 
stand at the gate-way to our city? 
•—a city which is otherwise right 
up in the front rank with 
other 
cities of Southern California. 
Santa Ana is undoubtedly one 
of the best 
paved 
and 
lighted 
towns in California; it lias one of 
the most satisfactory w ater sys­ 
tems, and is in every way as near­ 
ly ideal in appointm ents as any 
place can be. except for the dis­ 
grace of these two bridges. 
In considering questions affect­ 
ing the general public welfare of 
our city, their discussion ought to 
be free from all petty 
personal 
feeling or personal profit. 
It is 
not only an exhibition 
of 
this 
larger spirit among 
its 
citizens 
that makes a city attractive or de­ 
sirable to live in.

They went to San Antonio, Tex., 
and from there were sent to Waco, 
Tex., for special training. 
Letter from Meehan 
A day or two ago a letter written 
by Henry Meehan was received by his 
relatives at Orange. 
In part that let­ 
ter, written partly while aboard ship 
going across, and probably withheld 
by federal authorities at an Atlantic 
port until It was known that the ves­ 
sel was over, follows: 
March 3, 1918. 
Dear Sis and All: 
I am going to start writing this 
novel today. 
Probably will not get 
a chance to mall a letter for some 
time so I am going to write a little 
each day and then mail it at the first 
opportunity. 
I am mailing it to you 
but I intend it for anyone you think 
may be interested, not only the rest 
of the family but any of my friends. 
The idea is to save time and paper; 
sort of Hooverize, you know. 
Well, get a tight hold, for here goes. 
Just got orders to be ready to 
break camp a t 9:30 this morning. 
They have issued uh what they call 
"pack kits.” 
These kits contain one- 
half of a shelter tent; each man has 
one-half of a tent and one pole and 
tent pegs; then two men throw their 
halves together and make shelter for 
two; tent pole, five pegs, one rain 
coat, one towel, comb and brush, tooth 
brush, soap, one suit of underwear, 
one pair of sox. razor, and two small 
cans, one holding our food and the 
other coffee or soup, and we also have 
one blanket in our kit. 
Marching Outfit 
This is our marching equipment for 
entraining. Then besides the pack kit 
which we carry on our back, we have 
another roll of two blankets. 
We 
carry no suitcases any more. 
We 
have a barracks bag rn which to carry 
all our extra toilet‘articles, clothes, 
etc. Our pack kit will weigh <0 to 50 
pounds and our barracks bag 30 to 40, 
so you see we have quite a load. We 
have a regular "harness'’ strapped on­ 
to us which we fasten our pack kit on, 
also a large, wide belt for canteen, 
first aid kit, magazine holder for cart- 
•rides, and automatic revolver.

automatic revolver is all we carry in 
the way of arms.

MILK TO LOS ANGELES 
MUST PAY LICENSE

problem for the finance connu it to ot 
the Los Angeles council yesterday in 
connection with the proposed new li­ 
cense ordinance. 
There are nine milk 
inspectors employed by the city un­ 
der the direction of the health depart­ 
ment, one of which is constantly em ­ 
ployed in the San Joaquin valley and 
another in the Southern California 
counties outside of J^os Angeles, in­ 
specting <ows and dairies from which 
milk is shipped to Los Angeles. 
The 
city pays the salaries of these in­ 
spectors, and by reason of this it was 
deemed a fair proposition to bring 
such dairies within the operation of a 
license ordinance. 
A tentative scale was adopted which 
provides for a license of $1 a year a 
cow*, nj* to five; 75 cents a cow from 
five to twenty-five, and 50 cents ti cow 
for all above twenty-live.

rates 
for 
the 
la>s 
Angeles 
handlers of milk have not yet been 
decided upon, nor the classes in'o 
which they will be segregated. 
Tho 
milk from these outside dairies is 
shipped to wholesalers in lg*s Angeles, 
and the com m ittee was informed that 
the present price paid by tile latter 
was about 4 cents a quart, while Hie 
ultimate consum er is now paying 15 
cents. 
The plans of the committee 
contemplate the payment of part of 
this IOO per cent profit into the city 
treasury in the form of a substantial 
license fee.
